In June 1959 she was reported to be the ~epresenta- 
tive of Momento Teminino, Communist women's paper, at a convention snonsored 
by the (ssociagao Ferinina do Distrito Federal (Women's Association of thre 
Paderal District) in supvort of the Communist veace and anti-atom bomb cam= 
paigns.

The latter, who was formerly Secretary o” Pronaganda o* the 
Communist Party of Brazil (PCB) and ~anager of the Communist polishing 
firm “ditorial MMtorta Utda., is now renorted to be underground with other 
PCS leaders.
